New Approach Needed 
to Counter Revised 
Soviet Offer, He 
Tells Policy and De- 
fense Chiefs.

WASHINGTON, June 21 — The 
United States delegate to the 
East-West disarmament talks at 
Geneva told Washington’s foreign 
policy and defense chiefs yester- 
day that the West needed a fresh 
approach to disarmament. 

Fredrick M. Eaton, who for 
three months has headed the 
United "Seates delegation to the 
10-nation Geneva meetings, re- 
ported to Secretary of State 
Christian Herter, Secretary of 
Defense Thomas S. Gates Jr. 
and Atomic Energy Commission 
Chairman John A. McCone. 

At the meeting were Under 
Secretary of State Douglas Dil- 
lon, Under Secretary of Defense 
John N. Irwin II, and Secretary 
of the Air Force James H. Doug- 
las. 

Eaton was reported to have 
taken the initiative to return to 
Washington to inform the depart- 
ment chiefs of his belief that 
within the framework of the 
March 15 proposals the Western 
position could be modified and 
made more effective as a propa- 
ganda and negotiating position. | 

Modifications Urged. 

The other four Western nations | 


participating in the general dis- | 
armament talks Britain, 
France, Italy and Canada—have 
been urging the United States to | 
make such modifications. 

The object of the changes, 
diplomatic informants say, would | 


be to offer a counter to the re- | 
vised Soviet disarmament pro- 
posals of June 2, to keep the | 
Geneva talks going, and pre- | 
serve this point of East-West 
contact. 

Complete rigidity in the West- 
ern position, it is argued, would 
not only put the West at a gen- 
eral propaganda disadvantage, 
but“ would play into the hands 
of the Chinese Communists.

The Russians have offered 
more specific proposals on inter-

In the short, direct sentences | 
that characterize his utterances, | 
he set forth his views in two ar- 
ticles printed in London’s Sun- 
day Times. They have not no- | 
ticeably colored national policy | 
in regard to China but they have | 
raised some bitter comments 
both from the right and the left 
in British political life. | 

Much interest was centered in 
Montgomery’s assessments of 
the Chinese rulers. They are not | 
always available to Western ob- | 


| servers. Montgomery had four | 


hours conversation with Mao and 
seven hours—a record talk — 
with Chou. | 

“Mao Tse-tung is the real, 
ruler of the new China,” he| 


wrote in the first article and, in 
'a lengthy description of the re- 


doubtable chairman, he indicated 
that he had been charmed by | 
him: 

‘‘Like all sons of the soil he is 
a genuine democrat; one can de- 


' tect no snobbishness, and if any 


does exist it is purely ideologi- 
cal . . . His comments and judge- 
ments on certain political lead- 
whose names were men- 
tioned were highly illuminating | 
and very accurate—at any rate 
in my opinion! ... 

‘‘All-in-all, Mao Tse-tung is a 
very delightful person to meet | 
and talk with. He may be a Com- 
munist; that is his business, But 
he didn’t give me any indication 
that he is planning to force his 
ideology down the throats of any , 
other nation or that he plans to. 
communize the world. As he. 
himself kept saying, China has | 
far too much on her own plate | 
to want to expand outwards, | 
either physically or ideological- | 
ly.” 


Chou En-lai made almost as 
good an impression in a conver- 


sation that dwelt largely on 
questions of war and peace.

A Jab at History 


NEW YORK, June 21—Hand-

Florio told it, Patterson was 
admonished frequently from 
his corner to use his left jab 
because Floyd’s handlers had 
noticed that Ingemar Johans- 
son habitually opened his right 
glove, ostensibly to ward off 
or catch the punch. And they 
reasoned that Ingo couldn’t 
hit with an open hand, not 
quickly, anyway. 

To give credit where it seems 
primarily due, however, an- 
other well-worn football phrase 
might be appropriate. As a 
winning coach says almost 
every gridiron Saturday, Pat- 
terson was ‘‘up’’ for this one. 
The former champion appar- 
ently had more desire than 
the champion and, if it’s not 
too confusing, that’s why the 
champion is now the ex-cham- 
pion and—for the first time in 
heavyweight history—a former 
king has reclaimed his crown.

In re- 
ferring to the American eco- 
nomic system, he said recently, 
“There was a horse but how it 
is old and worn out, limping 
along at half speed. On the other 
hand, our Communist horse is 
young and strong, running much 
faster and certain to catch up 
and pass the Americans.” 


Is he right? The answer is no, 
provided we stay on our horse 
and don’t make the mistake of 
trying to get on his, 

That is why in considering 
growth the question of means 
becomes all important. What 
and how much should the gov- 
ernment do to insure a maxi- 


mum rate of expansion for our | 


economy? 


The growthmanship school ar- | 
gues that the government should 


plan and manipulate the econo- 
my to arrive at arbitrary fixed 
percentage rate of growth. They 
believe that any kind of govern- 
ment activity directed toward 
this objective is good. Generally, 


_they have greater faith in gov- 


ernment action than in private 
enterprise as a creative force 
in insuring economic progress. 

For example, they believe the 


government should peg interest 


rates at artificially low levels to 
assure growth. They admit this 
would be inflationary but they 
say “inflation is a small price 


climate favorable to these prin- 
ciples throurhout the world. 


Finally, government has a re- | 
sponsibility to prevent end cor-| 


rect wide swings in our levels 
of economic activity by intelli- 
gent application of fiscal policies 
and by sensible provisions 
against the personal tragedy and 
national micfortune of wide 
spread unemployment. 

These are the things govern- 
ment should do to promote a 
proper climate for creative pri- 
vate activity. 

Government Activity. 

There are other appropriate 
areas of government economic 
activity in what we might call 
the public sector of our economy. 
While we put our primary faith 
in creative private enterprise as 
the major dynamic force in as- 
suring growth of our economy, 
we recognize that where private 
enterprise can’t or won’t do the 
job, government activity is not 
only justified but essential. By 
government activity, I have in 
mind not only the Federal Gov- 
ernment, but state and local gov- 
ernments as well. 

It is foolish to assume, as some 
of those of the growthmanship 
school seem to, that government 
activity is in itseif good. But it 
is just as wrong to assume that 
government activity is in itself 


bad.

It was asked to keep a stand- 
ing army of 250,000 men in 
Western Europe and it has done 
so for 15 years with scarcely a 
murmur of protest from a single | 
American politician. 


It was asked to abandon its | 
tradition of isolation, and it took | 


on more responsibilities involv- 


ing more risks—in Korea and: 
elsewhere—than the British ever | 
did at the height of their im-| 


perial power. 

These are not the acts of a 
slack and decadent people.

The Poorest Class 

Farm laborers and their families 
constitute the poorest, most neglect- 
ed class in the United States. In 
1958 the average United States farm 
worker had farm employment for 
only 128 days in the year and non- 
farm work for only 22 days. His 
average income that vear was $766 
for farm work and $195 for non- 
farm work. 

Yet Congress in its rush to ad- 
journ in an election year seems 
likely to worsen the condition. The 
Gathings bill would extend the Mex- 
ican migrant farm labor program, 
now due to expire next year, for 
another two years. It would abol- 
ish long-established powers of the 

ecretary of Labor to give some 
protection to domestic farm work- 
ers recruited through the United 
States Employment Service. 

Congress could make a beginning 
of better things for farm workers 
by passing the McGovern bill. Ic 
provides for the gradual termina- 
tion of Public Law 78, permitting 
the admission of Mexican migratory 
workers over a five-year period, 
and it would specify and make more — 
enforceable the now ambiguous pro- 
visions nominally intended to pro- 
tect United States farm laborers 
from unfair competition by import- 
ed migrants. 

The extent of this importation is 
creat. Last vear 437,000 Mexican 
farm workers were hired on United 
States farms. in face of extensive 
unemployment among American 
farm workers. The theory of a 
shortage of farm labor which had 
validity perhaps in the war years 
is now very dubious. 

The law permitting this influx of 
Mexican migratory workers bene- 
fits mostly large farmers, especially 
corporation farmers, who can man- 
age Mexican migrants better than 
American citizens. 

Small farmers get no help from 
this immigration of Mexicans, and 
American workers suffer. 

The American farm workers have 
no organization which can put ef- 
fective economic pressure on em- 
ployers or political pressure on 
Congressmen, The more need, then, 
for decent American citizens to 
speak out for a new deal in which, 
under federal supervision, American 
farm labor will be given a little 
better chance to find jobs at decent 
wages.

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What Does Japan Think? 


Following Senate ratification of the United 
States-Japan security treaty, now scheduled 
to take place after President Eisenhower re- 
turns to Washington from a triumph in Korea 
and a'rest in Hawaii, our Government should 
lose no time in conducting a thorough re- 
evaluation of Japanese-American relations in 
the light of the demonstrations that prevented 
Mr. Eisenhower from visiting Tokyo. What 
the United States must clearly determine is 
the extent of the opposition to the 10-year 
pact among the Japanese people. 

Prime Minister Kishi’s Liberal Democrats 
have thus far held firm in the face of opposi- 
tion from newspapers, labor unions and left- 
ist student groups, but it is not entirely clear 
what proportion of Japanese opinion is repre- 
sented by the dissidents. Nor is it clear 
how much of their opposition is undiluted dis- 
like of the treaty; there is a certain amount 
of animosity toward Mr. Kishi that is unre- 
lated to the treaty. The belief is general that 
after the exchange of the official ratification 
documents later in the month Mr. Kishi will 
resign and call a new election.

This should provide the best guide to Japa- 
nese opinion. Mr. Kishi was right in refusing 
to bow to a mob. But now that he has won 
his point he should give all the people—not 
just the demonstrators—a chance to express 
themselves. If it develops that a majority 
opposes the treaty, it will not do the United 
States very much good to have won the legal 
right to continue maintaining military bases 
in Japan. Peacetime bases cannot be kept 
effectively in the midst of a hostile popula- 
tion. It might be necessary for the United 
States and the Japanese to negotiate a new 
arrangement. 

From an American point of view the new 
treaty seems fair in view of Japanese de- 
pendence on Western markets. There is a 
great deal of opposition in the United States 
to trade with Japan, and a deterioration of 
Japanese-American relations undoubtedly 
would affect the Japanese economy seriously.

Although under the pact the United States 
guarantees to defend Japan against attack, 
opponents of the agreement fear Japan would 
become a target for retaliation if United 
States planes were used to strike at any na- 
tion in the treaty area, defined vaguely as, the 
“Far East.” Having been attacked with nu- 
clear bombs, Japan is extremely sensitive on 
this point. Perhaps a way could be found to 
set these fears at rest. At any rate, if the 
Japanese have additional time to ponder and 
debate the treaty calmly and then decide. they 
do not want it, the United States must offer 
to renegotiate it. 


The West would hope, of course, that after 
such a debate a substantial majority of the 
Japanese would decide to stand by the treaty. 
But mutual defense arrangements are not 
worth depending on unless they are genuinely 
mutual. That is what the present treaty is 
meant to be. If it is to have value it must be 
founded on realities and not illusions about 
what Japan really thinks. 


United for Culture 

Formation of the Spirit of St. Louis Fund, 
designed to do for the cultural life of the com- 
munity what the United Fund does for its 
health and welfare, is a commendable devel- 
opment. It will offer to cultural organizations 
the economies of a joint fund-raising cam- 
paign, and will help keep the number of sep- 
arate campaigns to a minimum... Louisville 
has such a fund, and so does Cincinnati. 

Starting with the Adult Education Council, 
People’s Art Center, International Institute 
and Volunteer Film Association, the St. Louis 
fund hopes eventually to encompass still other 
activities dedicated to “the spirit, imagination 
and intellect” of our community life. 

As the president of the United Fund, Ben 
F. Jackson, observes, “The good life depends 
on something more than meeting health and 
welfare needs.” There must be many others 
who agree, or the cultural life of St. Louis 
would not have reached so many people 
through the years. The Spirit of St. Louis 
Fund will conduct its first campaign starting 
in mid-July, for $125,000, with Mrs. Morton 
D. May as campaign chairman. We wish it 
success in this first venture, along with grow- 
ing opportunities for service as time goes on. 


Risks in Recess Appointment 

Senator Hart of Michigan wants the Senate 
to declare that recess appointments to the Su- 
preme Court should be avoided except under 
unusual circumstances, and that no Justice 
should take his seat until confirmed. The 
Michigan Democrat is admittedly late with 
his resolution but we hope the Senate will 
find time to pass it. 

Our judiciary, and the highest court at the 
head of the judicial system, are constitution- 
ally based on independence of pressures from 
other branches of government or from poli- 
tics. Yet recess appointments may, as Senator 
Hart observes, open a recess appointee to 
such pressures from several sources. 

When a judge sits on the bench prior to his 
confirmation by the Senate, his position can 
be an embarrassment both to himself and 
to the Senate. He knows that his actions on 
the bench, particularly his decisions in im- 
portant cases, will be considered by the Sena- 
tors indirectly if not openly as they deliberate 
on confirmation. This hardly provides the most 
objective atmosphere for judicial decision. 

Fair-minded Senators may be equally handi- 
capped in their duty of scrutinizing the judge’s 
record. Senator Hart admitted to this in the 
case of Justice Potter Stewart. The Senator 
said he felt considerable restraint in question- 
ing the nominee, lest there be some appear- 
ance of inflicting senatgrial ideas upon a 
judge already sitting. 

There is also the possibility, however re- 
mote, that a President might change his mind 
about a judicial nominee before his confirma- 
tion and replace him on the bench. In any 
case the judge is not in an impersonal posi- 
tion toward Executive and Congress though he 
faces an impersonal responsibility toward 
the public. 

Recess appointments do not provide the 
strongest basis for unchallenged court deci- 
sions. Justice Stewart was confirmed one 
day after he had participated in a 6-4 deci- 
sion permitting health inspectors to enter pri- 
vate homes without a search warrant. His 
confirmation removed the liability of a deci- 
sion made by the margin of a “temporary” 
appointment in this case, but the liability 
remains for other unconfirmed judges. 

President Eisenhower put Chief Justice 
Warren and Justice Brennan on the high 
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court by recess appointment, as well as Justice 
Stewart. But most Presidents, and judges as 
well, have avoided recess appointments. For 
more than a century prior to the Warren ap- 
pointment, no recess appointee had taken his 
seat on the Supreme Court before he had 
been confirmed. For a half-century, no recess 
appointments were made at all. 

Since nobody now knows who the next 
President will be, the present session offers 
a non-political opportunity .for the Senate to 
urge the next Chief Executive to avoid recess 
appointments. The time is late, but not too 
late to strengthen the independence of the 
highest court. 


Precision by Rockefeller 


Gov. Nelson Rockefeller has stated a clear 
and precise civil rights program which implies 
criticism of the Administration performance 
and challenges Vice President Nixon to go 
beyond it. 


New York’s Governor did not restrict his 
criticism to his own party leadership. He told 
a Negro Baptist conference in Buffalo that the 
Democratic division on civil rights was a “na- 
tional tragedy,” compelling Democratic lead- 
ers to evade issues and stifle their consciences. 
But Gov. Rockefeller conceded that equal 
treatment of citizens was not a partisan issue, 
and offered these suggestions: 


The President should issue an Executive 
Order prohibiting discrimination in federal- 
aid housing and, gradually, in federally in- 
sured housing. This was almost exactly the 
recommendation which the Commission on 
Civil Rights made to President Eisenhower 
last year, but the Administration did not at- 
tempt to translate it into action. 


The Government should end discrimination 
in federal employment, and Congress should 
prohibit discrimination under federal con- 
tracts. The Administration did accept the 
latter proposal but Congress left it out of 
the 1960 Civil Rights Act. Vice President 
Nixon heads a committee which tries to elim- 
inate job discrimination on federal projects 
by voluntary means. 


The Attorney General, and not just private 
citizens, should be empowered to go to court 
to demand public school integration. Mr. 
Eisenhower proposed as much two years ago, 
but completely abandoned the idea in this 
year’s rights message. Hence the N.A.A.C.P. 
and not the Government has initiated most 
of the battles for the Supreme Court’s ruling 
for equal education. 


The Government should give money and 
technical advice to states and communities 
facing school desegregation difficulties. Mr. 
Eisenhower as well as the Northern Demo- 
crats had suggested something like this but 
Congress did not accept it. 

The National Labor Relations Board should 
be permitted to refuse to certify unions which 
practice discrimination. Here is surely one 
of the least democratic practices in unionism, 
yet the new labor reform law does not come 
to grips with it and the Administration has 
not done so. 

Gov. Rockefeller’s program goes well be- 
yond anything the Eisenhower Administration 
has offered in scope and in precision beyond 
anything Mr. Nixon has proposed. It is one 
fulfillment of the Governor’s recent challenge 
to the Vice President to discuss issues be- 
fore the G.O.P. convention. In this case it 
takes two to sharpen the great debate; the 
rest is up to Mr. Nixon. 


Good Work in the House 


The House of Representatives showed ex- 
cellent judgment in revising the foreign aid 
bill recommended by its Appropriations Com- 
mittee. Led by an unusual coalition of Re- 
publicans and liberal Democrats, the House 
restored funds for United States participation 
in the Indus River development project in 
India and Pakistan, and eliminated committee 
language that would have cut off funds for 
assistance in Africa. This was in addition to 
a $200,000,000 increase voted in funds for 
military assistance. 

Undoubtedly the increase in world tension 
in recent weeks contributed to the House de- 
cision to revise the committee recommenda- 
tions upward. Republicans were willing to 
raise the military appropriation because of 
Administration embarrassment over two re- 
cent international setbacks, and Democratic 
liberals were willing to go along provided 
the Republicans reinstated the Indus project. 
Thus a bargain was struck which benefited 
everyone, and which enabled Minority Leader 
Halleck to enlist nearly unanimous Republi- 
can support, including that of such bitter 
foreign aid foes as Representative Mason of 
Illinois. 

The House bill still is $590,500,000 below 
President Eisenhower's request for new for- 
eign aid funds, but the Senate can restore a 
large part of the difference. Because of the 
increases voted by the House the ultimate 
Senate-House compromise will be at a higher 
level than it would have been otherwise. 


Jubilation in the Streets 


Most conventioneers would not be noticed 
by the citizenry but for the restaurant tables 
they occupy at noon. Otherwise their days 
are given over to seemly movements from 
hotels to Kiel Auditorium and back again. 
Not so the 8000 “Jaycees” currently the guests 
of St. Louis. They have made sure of being 
seen and heard. Perhaps they may not match 
the antics of early American Legion conven- 
tions. But they have filled the streets of an 
old city with the sounds of youth. And for 
this even those who no longer can keep up 
offer them a friendly smile. 


Fakery on Fireworks 


Supervisor McNary has signed into law 
the spurious Molloy-Dowling fireworks bills 
that put Democratic patronage and profit 
for the fireworks merchants ahead of the 
welfare of the county’s youngsters. 

One of the new ordinances prohibits. the 
possession of firecrackers, rockets and Roman 
candles, but it will not be effective until 
Fourth of July, 1961, a year too late to pre- 
serve the eyesight of some county children. 
The other ordinance puts seven fireworks 
inspectors on the payroll. Naturally this gen- 
erator of petty patronage was passed as an 
“emergency” measure, proving that neither 
the Council nor Mr. McNary know what a 
real emergency is. 

All that is needed to polish off the county 
government's phony attempt to protect the 
public interest is for Mr. McNary to publish 
a proclamation calling for a “Safe and Sane” 
celebration on the Fourth.

India Pleads for Birth Control 


Its Ambassador Urges U.S. 


M. C. Chagla in 
The Washington Post 


The following is excerpted from 
an address by Indian Ambassador 
NM. C. Chagla to the National Con- 
ference on the Population Crisis, 
at Dallas. 


The population of the world has in- 
creased from about 500,000,000 in the 
seventeenth century to about three bil- 
lion at present. In my own country, 
the population is about 400,000,000 and 
is increasing at the rate of 8,000,000 a 
year. 

The tremendous progress that India 
has made in improving the standards 
of life and sanitation has had a rather 
ironic result. The death rate in India, 
which a few years ago was’ 30 per 

1000, has gone 
down to 20. The

about 40 per 1000. 
of Civilization can- 
not be permitted 
to stop there. 
Modern civilization 
also should teach 
us how to plan one’s family, how to 
limit the number of one’s children so 
that one can afford to bring them up 
with at least a minimum of the care 
and consideration they need. 

If, therefore, this country is inter- 
ested in the health projects in India, 
it is to my mind logical that this coun- 
try should also be vitally interested in 
seeing that the population of India is 
not allowed to expand at a rate which 
would stultify all measures taken to 
improve the health of the people. 

The same nightmare haunts our food 
situation in India. Last year we pro- 
duced a record 73,000,000 tons and we 
hope to produce between 100,000,000 
and 110,000,000 tons within the next 
five years. You must have seen the 
report of the Ford Foundation which 
takes a rather pessimistic view and 
expresses the opinion that by 1966 
there will be a shortage of 28,000,000 
tons in India. 

The American Government gives us 
dollars to purchase wheat out of 
your enormous reserves. Practically 
50 per cent of this dollar payment is a

grant to India. The rest is a loan re- 
payable in rupees. 

With all this, there is still a food 
shortage in India. We grow more food 
and the population catches up with the 
increase. 


We have received massive aid from 
this country in helping us to industrial- 
ize our country, but this aid will only 
produce full results if we can arrest 
the growth of our population. There- 
fore, it seems to me that if the United 
States is interested in seeing India an 
industrial and prosperous country, its 
interests should extend to seeing that 
the problem of popuration is effectively 
tackled. 


Now, we are one of the few countries 
in the world which has officially adopt- 
ed the policy of birth control and fam- 
ily planning. We are very fortunate 
that there has not been much serious 
religious objection. But the task of 
spreading the gospel of birth control 
is a Herculean one and we have made 
only a beginning. 

Although the first birth control clinic 
was opened in India in 1925, today we 
have only about 2500 clinics giving 
family planning advice and free con- 
traceptives. We have earmarked about 
$200,000,000 for this purpose in our 
Third Five-Year Plan. . What we want 
to achieve is to cut down our present 
birth rate by at least half.

counts of the lore and legends of the. 


American Plains Indians are probably 
unsurpassed in accuracy and detail. 

The subject matter of Dodge's first 
book, The Plains of the Great West, is 
much wider than the title implies. The 
book is divided into three sections: The 
first presents an extensive sketch of 
the topography of the plains, their nat- 
ural wonders and climate, and the 
second is devoted to an account of 
game animals found there, including 
an excellent account of the slaughter 
of the buffalo. The third section deals 
in detail with Indian life. 

The second book, “33 Years Among 
Our Wild Indians,” is largely an elabo-

ration of the third section of the first 
book. In fact, some chapters are re- 
peated almost verbatim. But in toto, 
it is a superb documentary on the life 
and culture of the Plains Indians (none 
of the mountain or western tribes are 
included), encompassing every facet 
of a most complex subject. Dodge 
writes not only about the Indians’ daily 
life, beliefs, languages, arts, customs, 
and rites, but also—and this is where 
he is at his best—recounts many excit- 
ing, little known incidents that he 
either participated in or got first-hand 
from participants. Among them are 
the massacre of Major Elliott’s party, 
the heroic exploit of Army Scout Amos 
Chapmar (when he and a small Army 
party were surrounded by 125 blood- 
thirsty Indians on the Washita in 1874), 
and Major Powell’s thrilling battle with 
3000 Sioux and Cheyenne warriors at 
Piney Island, near Ft. Phil Kearney, 
in 1867, 

Colonel Dodge, a West Point gradu- 
ate, spent most of his professional life 
on the western frontier—from 1848 to 
1882, with a few years out for Civil 
War service in New York City. We 
know little of his abilities as an Army 
officer, but obviously he was an acute 
observer and a fine reporter. And he

can do to help India. I think what we 
really need is a cheap oral contra- 
ceptive. 

I know that private agencies in this 
country have been working at produc- 
ing such a pill, but unless Government 
here officially steps in, the help that 
we would expect from this country 
would indeed be infinitesimal. If the 
Government gives ffie green light, In- 
dia can benefit by all the scientific 
knowledge this country has and pro- 
duce either the cheap oral contracep- 
tive or something equally cheap and 
effective. 

I could have understood the Govern- 
ment’s attitude here if India had not 
officially announced its policy in favor 
of birth control. Then it might have 
been said that this country was forc- 
ing its ideas upon India and interfering 
in its internal and domestic problems. 
But I fail to see how there can be any 
resentment or misunderstanding on the 
part of our Government when we our- 
selves realize the gravity of the situ- 
ation and want to take every step to 
further our program. 

This country says that she wants to 
remain neutral on the question of birth 
control in India. .I say to you with all 
the emphasis I can command that on a 
question like this, a great country like 
the United States cannot afford to be 
neutral. You must make up your mind 
which side of this controversy you 
are on. 

Can we afford to be neutrals on the 
question of the nuclear bomb? But the 
bomb can only destroy the body. Popu- 
lation explosion can destroy the soul 
and degrade the dignity of the human 
being. 


Throughout history, the United States . 


has espoused many noble causes. I 
think there still remains a great cause 


- about which this country has been in- 


different, and that is control of popu- 
lation throughout the world. 

To my mind, it is one of the greatest 
dangers the world faces, a danger 
which, if not met, will result in untold 
human misery. I wish to appeal to the 
people of this country to think serious- 
ly about this matter and to make it 
a national issue, just as this nation as 
a whole has been behind other noble 
projects.

We have tended to make sev- |

American Comedy 


Now Made in Britain 


NEW YORK, June 21. 

THE BRITISH ARE TURNING OUT some awfully good 
movie comedies these days of a sort we used to consider 
exclusively our own. “I'm All Right, Jack” and “Espresso 
Bongo” (Dreadful title, that) are two examples of the exu- 
berant, observant muscu- 
lar comedy at which 
Americans used to excel. 

“I’m All Right, Jack” 
is an explosively funny 
look at the new postwar 
Britain — its fads, its 
mores, its vulgarities. 
Looking at it} you get a 
sharp and chilly sense of 
recognition. For this is a 
very Americanized - Bri- 
tain. You will understand 
in a flash why Britons rail 
at the Americanization not 
only of Britain but of the 
world. 

The comedy Opens 
brilliantly with a shot of a 
sleeping aristocrat in the 
very model of a British 
club, He is awakened by 
the sound of cheering 
which signalizes the end 
of World War II. As he 
totters off the screen, bearing the remnants of British empire 
on his ancient shoulders, a narrator says: “Look closely 
because you will never see him again.’”’ Either in the picture 
or in life, you feel. 

The main thread of story is about a young member of 
the British upper classes who dips his toe—his whole body— 
into the life of the lower classes by becoming a working man. 
This affords a marvelous glimpse into the obscure thought 
processes of a union leader (Peter Sellers), who first threatens 
a strike because the aristocrat is hired, then, when the 
management obligingly agrees to fire him, complains that this 
would violate the man’s rights as a working man and insists 
that he remain. 

There are some delicious glances at the union’s 

last ditch fight against the machine age. Equipped 

with a perfect marvel of a pick-up truck, the workmen 

still take their bloody time about moving the goods 

from here to there. The management class, I hasten to 

add, are anything but innocent victims, They are just 

as culpable, nefarious, selfish, double-dealing, and, 

at the same time, just as indefatigably British. Every- 

one is out to get his and devil take the British Empire.

But, I hasten to say, it’s funny. It’s both funny and true. 
Or to. put it more accurately, it’s funny because it is true. I 
kept racking my brains to remember when we'd turned out a 
comedy like that. Not since the war certainly. Probably 
couldn’t make it now. The unions wouldn’t tolerate any wise- 
cracks about their foolishiess. The writers would consider it 
anti-labor. The producer would be horrified at antagonizing 
such a large segment of the ticket-buying public and change 
the union leader into a Communist who is the only acceptable 
Villain any more. 

As for the picture as a whole—if it were made about 
America—it would be considered un-American (Pronounced 
unumaaruhcun. You sort of baah it) and it would be de- 
nounced by George Sokolsky. Hedda Hopper would write a 
column asking why are we sending pictures like this abroad, 
defaming our national image and all that sort of thing. 

“Espresso. Bongo” is a funny. picture but not nearly as 
sound or as true. It’s the story of the rise of a young rock 
‘n’ roll singer with Laurance Harvey playing his manager 
to the very hilt. It has some lovely gutter humor, some 
marvelous shots of the younger British generation of rock 
‘n’ roll and blue jeans and beat talk. (gad, if Gainsborough 
were ever to get a look at the present generation of British 
children!) What this comedy has got that surprises me is 
that strident nervous, electric vitality that used to be exclu- 
sively American and not at all British. The exchanges 
between Harvey and his girl, Harvey and a British entre- 
preneur of the record business, Harvey and his budding sing- 
ing star, are all explosively energetic, the sort of thing our 
writers used to do so well. 


And while the British are turning out this sort 

of violent, energetic comedy, what are we turning 

out? Well, a big (and to me entirely inexplicable) 

Broadway hit was “The Pleasure of His Company,”

He Likes TV, but Don’t Call Him ‘Bat’ 


Gene Barry Has Forsaken Cane to Play Kismet at Mu

GENE BARRY, who plays 
Hajj, and Michael Kermoyan, 
who plays the Wazir, appeared 
to be playing games when I en- 
countered them on the lawn backs 
of the Municipal Opera rehearsal 
stage the other day. 

“We're woodshedding,” Gene. 
explained, as he scrambled to his” 
feet. 

“That's nice,” we said. “Al- 
ways like to see boys enjoying 
themselves.” 

“It’s a theatrical expression,” 
Barry explained. “It’s like cram- 
ming for a final exam. We're 
not up on our lines like we 
should be, and—well, I don’t 
know just how the term orig- 
inated—I guess it means you go 
to the woodshed and stay there 
and rehearse and study until you 
get it.” 

He wiped the sweat off his 
brow. ‘We'll take five,” he said 
as he sat down on a folding chair 
and started putting on his shirt. 
The actors were barefooted and 
wearing khaki trousers. They 
were well browned by the sun. 

“Kismet,” said Barry, “is a 
very difficult show. “I think 
Hajj, the beggar, which I play, 
is the most difficult role ever 
written in the musical theater, 
The lines are written in a semi- 
classical, or semi-poetic style, 
and Hajj is in every scene. I’m 
attempting to master the role in 
one week after not having been 
involved in a musical for years. 
It’s not simple. I wished I could 
have rehearsed for several 
weeks.” 

When we interrupted, Barry 
had been on his knees as though 
imploring Kermoyan (0 spare 
his life. ‘It’s a difficult scene,” 
he explained, ‘‘and we want to 
get it right. That’s why I'm 
anxious to get back to rehearsal, 
but we’ll talk a while.” 

Barry put his feet on an- 
other chair, folded his arms 
around his knees and with his 
bare feet, in rehearsal 
clothes and with a two-day 
growth of beard, he looked 
very unlike the dapper, im- 
maculate Bat Masterson, the 
television role which brought 
him to the masses. 


“Well, things have been going 
pretty good, I must say,” he 
mused, in his well - modulated 
voice. At 39, after some lean 
years, Barry is enjoying success 
in television, movies, musical 
comedy and even as a record- 
ing star. 

It wasn’t always that way. 
Son of a New York jeweler who 
lost both his business and his 
home during the depression, 
Gene set out in his teens to be- 
come an actor. Endowed with 
great singleness of purpose, as 
well as good looks and a bari- 
tone voice, he overcame most 
of the usual obstacles. 

“My first real professional 
appearance? Well,” he grinned, 
“it was in a night club in. Pat- 
erson,.N.J., called the H&waiian 
Pineapple or some such thing, 
and it was owned by gangsters, 
I later learned. I don’t remem- 
ber exactly how I got the job, 
but I went in with three broken 
down songs. They were ‘Lost’

Small Blisters 


*‘Dear Dr. Molner: 

WHAT IS THE CAUSE of vesiculitis—the disease in 
which ‘cold sores’ break out in different parts of the body? 

a 

Sir, I guess I’m glad you asked this question, as the 
answer ought to be of some help to readers in general. 

A vesicle is, in plain language, a small blister, a small 
cavity on the skin containing fluid. Bleb is another word 
for such a blister. 


Vesiculitis is, then, a matter of getting some of 
these blebs or vesicles infected. The obvious cause 
of getting them infected is scratching them although 
that, of course, is not the only way in which an infec- 
tion may establish itself. Still, scratching is the usual 
way, and it’s the thought which presents itself to a 
doctor’s mind whenever he sees such a problem. 
Either the patient scratches the blebs, because they 
itch, or the friction of clothing, etc. irritates them and 
perhaps lets some infection set in. 


Examples of vesicles or blebs are the little blisters of 
poison ivy. Or “cold sores” (technically, herpes simplex) 
which arise from a virus and may follow a severe cold or 
appear after a high fever. Shingles (or herpes zoster) is 
another similar affliction, and it is more likely to appear on 
or around the chest. 

From experience, we know that stomach upsets, allergies 
and extreme nervousness tan cause such blebs to appear. 
Many times, if it becomes apparent what is causing them, it 
is possible to prevent a recurrence, or subdue any occurrence. 
Controlling the nerves, building up the general health, and the 
like are the most useful methods. 

Specifically, daubing the blebs with acohol is 
about as effective a method as exists—it helps dry 
them up and, of course, helps control or destroy any 
exterior bacteria which may be trying to find a lodg- 
ing in any scratch around a bleb. 


Strange as it may sbund at first though, a smallpox 


vaccination is sometimes helpful if attacks of this trouble 
smallpox is a 


are in the habit of recurring. Remember, 
virus, and it seems that a vaccination against it sometimes 
helps thwart viruses of (apparently) a similar nature even 
though they are not smallpox. 

Finally, lest anyone complain that 
somewhat different from the problem I’ve been discussing, 
I will say, yes. Specifically, ‘‘acute vesiculitis’ is a disease 
in which vesicles of the seminal tract are irritated. The 
patient’s annoyance is considerable, but it is limited generally 
to the area above the groin. Since the advent of antibiotics, 
this trouble is usually treated readily and hence it has become 
rare. But the remark in your letter, H. T., speaks of the 
spots breaking out ‘‘on different parts of the body,’’ so I 
think you'll find that my reply fits the case.

When to Paint 


ONE of the most important 
dates to remember, as far as 
your house is concerned, is when 
it was last painted on the out- 
side. You should keep track of 
this date because if you don’t 
you could get into a little trouble 
one of these days. 


As a general rule, a house will 
require painting every four or 
five years. If you put off paint- 
ing much beyond this point it 
may mean that the old paint film 
becomes so worn that instead of 
only having to apply one fresh 
coat of paint you have to apply 
two coats. This means a lot 


more work if you are doing thee 


job yourself or a lot more mon- 
ey if you are paying someone to 
do the job for you. 

On the other hand, however, 
it’s not a good idea to paint too 
often because this too can get 
you into trouble. Outside house 
paints are designed so that they

A Racial Boycott 


HYDE PARK, June 21. 
HOW MANY OF US know about the methods being used 


in Fayette and Haywood counties in Tennessee to keep Negroes | 


from voting? 

The following ibiiitiinin was sent to me by an organiza- 
tion in the South: 

Mothers and children, our Negro citizens, are facing star- 
vation in these Tennessee counties because their husbands and 
fathers seek the right to vote. An economic squeeze has been 
used—credit has been cut off, loans for farm needs have been 
denied, farm machinery has been seized and, worst of all, 
farmers have been unable to buy gasoline for their tractors. 

Negroes working on construction jobs, as domestics, etc., 
have been put out of work, and white merchants are refusing 
to sell such essentials as food and clothing to Negroes. White 
wholesalers refuse to sell to Negro retailers. 

One Negro, John McFerren, had operated a combined 
grocery and gasoline station for years. Recently the distrib- 
utor whose gasoline he was selling removed the tanks, so he 
invested his own money to buy tanks of 12,000-gallon capacity 
so he could service Negro farmers who had been denied 
gasoline. 

Though he was prepared to pay cash, he was 
turned down in his request for gasoline from the com- 
pany with which he had been dealing and five others. 
Still other companies which do not sell to independents 
refused him a dealership. He has to drive 50 miles 
or more to Memphis or into Arkansas for food and 
supplies. 


The heads of the oil companies have nothing to do with 
this, and they have replied to telegrams to them in much the 
game way as one oil company: “‘It is this company’s long- 
standing policy not to discriminate against any customers or 
potential customer because of race, religion, color or national 
origin.” 

This is a most satisfactory policy, but when it is not imple- 
mented on the local level the results are unsatisfactory and 
Mr. McFerren’s tanks remain empty. 

This is a case of tear by white people, who are in 
the minority in these counties. Fayette county has 
about 21,000 Negroes and only 7000 whites. Haywood 
county’s whites are outnumbered by Negroes, about . 
14,000 to 11,000. 


But fear which generates hate never wins out in the long 
run. It will not win out in South Africa and it will not win 
out in the United States of America. In our own country, 
people could work and live amicably together and thereby 
set an example for the rest of the world, but some of them 
are hurting the leadership of the U.S.A. and playing into the 
hands of Communists, who will certainly gloat over what is 


happening in these two counties of Tennessee.
